Church, town seek balance 
of parking, safety, beauty 


South Church looks to maintain parking as it expands

The South Church parking lot 
was full by 10:30 a.m. and peo- 
ple could be seen walking from a 
few streets over to attend the 
Central Street church’s Sunday 
services.

We are just incredibly over- 
crowded,” said Heather Bond, 
co-chairwoman of the South 
Church Building Committee. 

South Church is planning an 
8,000 square foot, three-story 
addition. Knowing new con- 
struction will eat up some of the 
46 parking spaces currently on 
the church’s property, members 
of the South Church Building 
Committee worked to create a 
solution to add enough paved 
spaces to make up for the loss. 
The most recent plan before the 
Planning Board would have 
paved over a significant amount 
of the church’s side yard and 
allowed access to the lot from 
School Street. Before the board 
discusses the project again, the 
building committee is expected 
to create plans without a School 
Street entrance and to reduce the 
amount of side yard that must be 
paved.

The great size of the spring 
mosquito brood is not necessari- 
ly a sign that residents will face a 
summer of scratching, said Wal- 
ter Montgomery, superintendent 
of the Northeast Mosquito Con- 
trol District. Montgomery said 
despite a record-breaking spring 
brood, the mosquito population 
has declined because of recent 
weather. 

Montgomery monitors the 
mosquito population by using 
traps. No sign of West Nile 
virus, an illness transmitted by 
mosquitoes, has been detected 
yet this season. 

Andover went on alert over 
the West Nile virus in 2001 after 
20 to 30 dead birds were found 
to be infected with the West Nile 
virus. More than a third of the 
birds testing positive in Massa- 
chusetts that year came from 
Andover and neighboring 
Tewksbury. 

Culex pipiens, a mosquito 
responsible for spreading the 
West Nile virus, has not been 


detected as a dominant species 
yet this season. Montgomery 
said culex pipiens is not typically 
a part of the spring brood. Mont- 
gomery said West Nile virus will 
invariably be found in insects or 
birds this summer because it has 
infected the bird population. 
“West Nile is a resident 
pathogen and we will just have 
to deal with it from now on,” 
said Montgomery. 

Andover is one of 27 towns 
that has joined the Northeast 
Mosquito Control District, a 
state agency funded by the towns 
in its membership The control 
district monitors mosquitoes and 
mosquito-transmitted illness. 
This summer, it is doubling the 
amount of mosquito testing it 
does, conducting weekly on-site 
testing as well as sending insects 
to the Department of Public 
Health for testing. 

The control district has 
already begun seeding 
Andover’s storm-water and 
catch basins with the insect- 
growth inhibitor methoprene. 


Methoprene works by mimick- 
ing a hormone that keeps juve- 
nile insects from developing. 

Ground spraying would be 
used as a last defense if multiple 
human-biting mosquitoes are 
found infected with West Nile 
virus, said Montgomery. Any 
such spraying would be coordi- 
nated closely with the Andover 
Board of Health, unless the state 
Department of Public Health 
announced a health emergency, 
said Montgomery. 

Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney is advising people to stay 
inside or wear long sleeves at 
dawn and dusk. Typical advice 
has also been to avoid leaving 
stagnant pools of water in places 
such as tires, as this provides 
mosquitoes a good place to 
breed. 

The Northeast Mosquito 
Control District has an office in 
Andover at 14 Prospect Road, 
but has moved its headquarters 
to Plum Island, Newburyport. 
The new contact number is 978- 
463-6630.

At the time of the charge, Stu 
art was expelled from Doherty 
Middle School for the year and 
eventually left the school district 
for private school. She was on 
the honor roll at Chapel Hill- 
Chauncy Hall School in 
Waltham during her time there, 
and when she graduated she 
received a Wentworth Merit 
Scholarship to help her with the 
costs of attending college. 

Stuart, who is now 19 and just 
completed her freshman year on 
the dean's list at Wentworth 
Institute of Technology in 
Boston, said she is still trying to 
put her life back together. 

“I was ostracized,” Stuart 
said, adding that other kids 
called her “Unabomber” and 
other insults. “It’s been a hard 
thing to overcome. Everyone 
thought I did it. I'd like to put it 
behind me but there are still days 
when it really bothers me. But | 
feel a lot better knowing that 
everyone is going to know I was 
wrongly accused.” 

The incident in 1999 hap- 
pened a month after the 
Columbine High School tragedy 
in which two boys killed 12 stu- 
dents in Littleton, Colo.

“The plan we are submitting 
is going to have 46 spaces.

Pattullo acknowledges Jaw 
enforcement communities did 
not have many systems in place 
to deal with student threats in the 
months immediately before and 
after Columbine. Since 
Columbine, Andover and other 
towns have adopted a new pro- 
gram, called the School Threat 
Assessment and Response Sys- 
tem or STARS program, which 
gives police procedures to fol-

“A lot of this (the Stuart set 
tlement) hinged on the so-called 
experts, which I agree in hind- 
sight were not (credible),” said 
Pattullo, who believes Paul Hen- 
nessey behaves differently now 
than he did back in 1999, 

“Mr. Hennessey had some 
diminished capacity during his 
deposition,” said Pattullo. “He 
was obviously not the same per- 
son the detectives had interacted 
with.”

SETTLEMENT BREAKDOWN

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A shining success story 


Tech School grad credits her foster parents and a mentoring program

HEN THE STATE TOOK 

custody of 13-year- 

old Kaelee Miller, the 
teen did not know what her 
future might hold. With the sup- 
port of an Andover couple who 
took her in and a mentoring 
program at the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School, 
Miller has bloomed. 

Last Friday, Miller, now 17, 
graduated with honors, a col- 
lege career in her immediate 
future — and obvious confi- 
dence. 

Miller greets new people 
with firm handshakes and 
smiles, and looks them in the 
eye when she introduces her- 
self. 

Asked what she would like 
to do with her future, Miller 
responds she wants to be a trau- 
ma nurse. Then she corrects 
herself. 

She will be a trauma nurse, 
she asserts. 

She has come a long way 
from the angry, withdrawn girl 
her teacher and mentor Linda 
Cote saw when Miller first 
arrived at GLTS. 

Just before Miller began 
high school, the Department of 
Social Services removed her 
from her Lawrence home. 

With Miller facing an uncer- 
tain future in the Massachusetts 
foster-care system, two friends 
came to her rescue. Salvation 
Army ministers Elizabeth and 
Elmer Deming, of 37 McKen- 


ney Circle in Andover, called 
the state immediately and 
offered their home to Miller. “I 
was very lucky and blessed not 
to be moved around,” says 
Miller. 

Miller knew the Demings 
well. She had babysat their two 
young sons and worked with 
them at the Salvation Army. 
She says most of the structure 
in her life before high school 
came from youth programs run 
by the Salvation Army. 

But adjusting to the good 
things the Demings could offer 
her was not always easy. “I 
finally had someone to care for 
me. Someone encouraging me, 
supporting me, loving me. It 
was a difficult change. To (sud- 
denly) have rules and have 
structure — that’s difficult, espe- 
cially as a young teenager,” says 
Miller. 

High school presented other 
challenges for Miller. She got 
average grades during her first 
two years. One day she revealed 
to her teacher, Cote, some of the 
things that had happened in her 
home life. Cote offered to be 
her mentor and Cote provided 
the extra support Miller needed 
to excel. “Not only did I have 
the support at home from my 
parents, | had someone as an 
extra ear here. I trust her 
enough to go to her to get her 
opinion,” says Miller. 

Miller’s outlook changed. 
She became a straight-A stu- 
dent and in two years she 


pushed her class rank from 30t 
to 13th in a class of 271 stu- 
dents. “I worked my butt off 
senior year,’ says Millet 

Miller won a full scholarship 
to Northern Essex Communit 
College’s nursing program for 
the fall and plans to study at 
UMass Dartmouth after that 

Miller’s experience in 
GLTS’s health-care program 
has allowed her to get her 
nurse’s aide certification and 
hands-on experience at schor 
and in the private sector in 
places such as Wingate Nursin 
Home and the Andover Senior 
Center. 

“T think that’s one of the ben 
efits of not sitting in a class 
room 180 days every year.” says 
Miller. 

Miller has also worked and 
volunteered at Caritas Hol, 
Family Hospital and Lawrence 
General Hospital. Cote says 
Miller will have a jump on first 
semester nursing students when 
she starts school in the fall 
“She has completed approxi 
mately her first semester of 
nursing,” says Cote. 

Miller is a success Slory, Says 
Cote. “She’s a master commu 
nicator, an exceptional worker 
at her church. She has done a lot 
of community service this year 
She really has been an example 
for the other students.” 

Miller credits her foster par- 
ents. “Any credit for me 
belongs to them. If it wasn’t for 
them I wouldn't be here today.

To relieve congestion, AHS neighbor proposes land swap for detour

RAFFIC PROBLEMS HAVE 


PLAGUED residents of 


Moraine Street for years, 
as thousands of people use the 
street each week to get to 
Andover High School and its 
playing fields. One resident 
believes creating an alternative 
route to the school’s parking and 
fields could provide a solution. 

Steve Burdeau proposes 
donating an acre of his land to 
the town if it will build a detour 
around Moraine Street on town 
land. This would leave Moraine 
Street to be used primarily by 
the people who live there. 

Burdeau said traffic problems 
on his street were reduced this 
week because Andover High 
seniors have graduated and no 
longer drive the narrow Moraine 
Street passage to and from the 
high school. 

But when school begins 
again in the fall, a new group of 
students will be traveling the 
road each day, he said. Sporting 
events bring even more buses 
and cars past his house at 19 
Moraine St. 

The seven houses on 
Moraine Street are located near 
Andover High and its football 
stadium. Two baseball fields are 
located across the street from 


the houses, although they are 
hidden by dozens of trees. Dri- 
vers on Red Spring Road can 
access the parking areas for the 
school and fields by driving 
down Moraine Street. 

It is also a shortcut from the 
high school to the fields that 
avoids the main roads. Buses 
stop to let off athletes in small 
paved area directly across the 
street from Burdeau’s house. 

“There is a safety issue for 
students walking to school. 
There is a traffic congestion 
problem. There is a nuisance 
/quality-of-life issue for resi- 
dents who live in the neighbor- 
hood, and there is clearly a park- 
ing issue,” said Burdeau. “This 
has become a year-round recre- 
ation area. It has made the area 
less enjoyable.” 

On Monday, Burdeau had a 
copy of the design plan that he 
believes could improve his 
neighborhood. He said he spent 
about $1,000 on the plan and 
hopes town officials agree it is a 
possible solution. The plan 
shows a new road, parallel to 
Moraine Street and connected to 
it at both ends. Drivers would 
use the new road, bypassing the 
section of Moraine Street where 
there are houses. A gate at the 
far end of Moraine Street would

bar through traffic. 

Burdeau said charging fot 
school-bus transportation has 
increased the number of drivers 
and added to the traffic this year. 
He said there is now a parking 
shortage at the high school and 
using his land for a parking lot 
could help with that, but it is 
contingent upon the town help- 
ing with the problems of his 
neighborhood. 

“What my goal is, is to get 
something moving that will ulti- 
mately lead to a long-term solu- 
tion,” he said. “I want to get a 
solution. If you can get 20 park- 
ing spaces out of it, it’s a heck of 
a lot better than what we have.” 

But what Burdeau is propos- 
ing 1s already raising concerns 
among town officials.
